SHARING UP THE LOSS 


The board of review carrying out the provi- 
sions of the Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement 
Act has reduced farm debts in Alberta on an 
average of 37.19 per cent, in those cases where 
any action has been taken. The debts dealt with 
averaged $9,177, and the average reduction made 
is $3,414. 

That is undoubtedly a heavy discount. But it 
is quite a different matter to say it is heavier 
than circumstances warrant and even require. 
These debts were swollen by unpaid instalments 
during six or seven years of depression, plus 
unpaid interest, plus interest on the interest. The 
amount when the board came to consider a claim 
was probably as much higher than it had been 
in 1930 as the amount of the average reduction 
made. 

The creditor does not in such circumstances 
lose 37.19 per cent of his loan. He may lose no 
part of his principal. He does lose the use of 
the money which would ordinarily have been 
paid as instalments, and the unpaid interest. 
That loss, however, was no fault of either the 
debtor or the creditor, and nothing the board 
could do or that any legislative body could do, 
could at this time extinguish the loss. 

That loss is permanent. 
is as lasting, as the loss of the farmer who failed 
to reap a crop or had to sell a crop at less than 
production cost.

DIFFERENT CONDITIONS 


Edmonton's list of week-end accidents is a 
gtim reminder that icy roads and the poorer 
visibility of the winter season call for increased 
caution on the part of all who use the streets. 
Summer conditions have given way to others 
very different, and different in the direction of 
increased liability to mishaps. Personal safety 
and good citizenship demand recognition of this 
change in conditions and a corresponding change 
in conduct on the part of drivers and pedestrians 
alike. 

It is no longer sufficient to know or be fairly 
certain what “the other party” intends to do, 
for he may not be able to do it. A walker cross- 
ing a street may slip on icy pavement, lose his 
footing and be helpless. A car will sk:d for rods 
on ice with the brakes gripping till the wheels 
lock, and the driver can do nothing to stop it. 
These are things no one can afford to forget. 
Those who appear to forget them should be 
rounded up by the police before, not after, acci- 
dents happen. 


THE POPULAR COMMANDMENT 


Which commandment is most popular with 
young people? Recent tests at New York Uni- 
versity’s School of Commerce prove that love 
of parenthood is the supreme ideal cherished by 
youthful students. The fourth commandment, 
“Thou shalt honor thy father and thy mother” 
was the best loved, only 12 of the 1485 students 
answering the questionnaire voting against it. 

These figures are hopeful as well as signifi- 
cant. A few years ago adults loudly lamented 
the revolt of youth from old standards and con- 
ventional morality. Yet here are representative 
students sanctioning the customs and ideals en- 
nobled by the lives of their parents. Beneath 
its flippancy and its cynicism youth still wor- 
ships, in a humble if not contrite heart, that one 
code of morality which alone can save men's 
achievements from tarnishing.

Evidently, and under- 
standably, there is much sympathy in Canada 
with the plight of the Chinese people, cruelly 
being slaughtered by a rapacious power. Is 
“Canadian foreign policy,” as we have been 
getting it from Ottawa, meeting Canadian senti- 
ment? Is it the desire of Canadians that Canada 
should pursue a spineless course in connection 
with the world situation? Is it the desire of Can- 
adians that their national government, or its 
representatives at the League of Nations, should 
give indications of siding with Fascist powers? 
Is this what Canadians want, or do they want 
their country to show some “spunk” before the 
world and come out, unhesitatingly without 
suggestion of quibble or evasion, in helping to 
check international outlawry and anarchy? 

Are Canadians satisfied with “Canadian for- 
eign policy” as they have been getting it? Is 
Canada officially pursuing a_ self-respecting 
course before the world? Is it the desire of Can- 
adians that their country should associate itself 
with the League of Nations in a definite, con- 
crete, constructive way, ready to accept respon- 
sibility under it? Or is it their desire that Can- 
ada should associate itself with the League only 
as a glorified debating society? 

These are questions that may be worth think- 
ing over. Is Canada’s record, from the standpoint 
of its association with the League of Nations and 
from the standpoint of its attitude towards 
aggression and reaction in the world, one to be 
proud of?—Regina Leader-Post. 


THE DISAPPEARING TRAM 


Presumably it is only a matter of time before 
the now familiar street car will vanish from Cal- 
gary streets. Its gradual replacement by a bus 
system was one of the recommendations of a 
rather expensive survey made two or three years 
ago to satisfy some of the aldermen who seem to 
have doubted their own superintendent of 
utilities when he said almost precisely the same 
thing. It had been the subject of sporadic atten- 
tion prior to that and has been occasionally since. 
It will have to be faced in conjunction with the 
subject of track or rolling stock renewals. 

Such replacement is the subject of present 
negotiations between the city of Winnipeg and 
the Winnipeg Electric Company which operates 
the street railway system. “In local transporta- 
tion, as in everything else, the quality of the 
service is what counts and the people will use 
more of the kind of service that they like,” ob- 
serves The Winnipeg Free Press.

The spending of no more money on renewals 
and the gradual replacement of trams by busses 
is recommended to the corporation of the City 
of Manchester by its transport committee of 
which The Manchester Guardian says: 

The public: has shown an unmistakable 
preference for the faster and more mobile buses 
ever since the city first ventured to admit them 
on the tram routes ten years ago and in every 
case where they have superseded trams there 
has been a rise in receipts and a fall in operating 
costs. Today the city’s transport undertak- 
ing derives very nearly half its revenue from the 
buses and its finances have actually been im- 
proved by the policy of gradual substitution. 

Nearly 600 trolley buses are now running in 
London over 147 miles of routes and the con- 
version is still going on so that “by the end of the 
year,” according to The Observer, ‘more than 
half of London's 330 miles of tramways will 
have disappeared.”—Calgary Albertan. 


DENIAL OF FREEDOM OF SPEECH 


An incident which came to Montreal last 
week should give pause to those who think that 
Canada believes in, or practices, freedom of 
speech. Inasmuch as freedom of speech has been 
on the lips of many of us recently, apropos of 
certain happenings in Alberta, the Montreal in- 
cident may be worth relating. 

On Wednesday last, it appears (we are giving 
the story as it was reported at length in the 
Montreal Gazette), the Montreal civic auth- 
orities gave permission for the holding of a 
meeting in the Mount Royal arena, at which 
Alfred Costes, French deputy, and Tim Buck 
were to speak. Mr. Costes, who was to have been 
the principal speaker, is president of the French 
social security commission and a member of 
the aviation commission of the French Govern- 
ment. 

On Friday morning (the meeting was to have 
been held that evening) several hundred Uni- 
versity of Montreal students stormed (the 
Gazette's description) the City Hall demanding 
that the city refuse to allow the meeting to be 
held. When a representative of the Civic 
Liberties Union attempted to say a few words in 
protest he was howled down. The Mayor at first 
protested that it was not within his power to call 
off the meeting, but later, when the students 
kept shouting “Would you not interfere if there 
were danger of rioting?” he bowed to the im- 
plied threat, called in the chief of police and 
announced that the meeting would be cancelled. 

That, however, was not the end. Encouraged 
by their success in intimidating authority, the 
students demonstrated on Friday night in the 
vicinity of the arena where the meeting was to 
have been held. Many of the crowd, the Gazette 
report says, carried canes, and the majority 
“raised their strong right arms in the Fascist 
salute,” and— 

“Between Berger and deBullion streets some 
enthusiastic marcher hurled a brick through the 
window of Binn's Limited, 87 St. Catherine street 
east. There was no apparent reason for singling 
out the shop, one of a chain of dry goods stores. 
A number of windshields of automobiles went 
the same way as the store front, but no arrests 
were made.”

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Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

While the symptoms of shingles may vary 
with different cases, they are usually as follows: 
before the appearance of the rash, the patient 
has a feeling of being under the weather. In the 
adult, a chill may occur. The patient then be- 
comes feverish, with the feverishness lasting 
from 3 to 5 days. With the appearance of the 
eruption, the fever generally begins to go down. 

The rash has been known to start within a 
few hours after the other symptoms, and has 
also been known to appear as long as 4 days 
later. Occasionally, the rash may be at its height 
in 3 to 4 days, but on the other hand, it may re- 
quire a full week to come out in its entirety. 

At first the rash looks something like a red- 
dish patch the size of a fifty-cent piece. This red- 
dened area rises, becomes very sharply defined 
and is tender when touched. Usually it is so 
painful that the patient complains of the rub- 
bing of the clothing against it. Upon this reddish 
base, the blisters appear. These are oval or cir- 
cular in form and possess an exceedingly firm 
top which keeps them from rupturng easily. 

Due to the distinctness of the blisters it has 
been observed that they have the appearance of 
being stuck on the skin, rather than rising from 
within it. In the beginning, the blisters are clear 
and semi-transparent; later they may become 
cloudy. Every effort should be made to keep the 
blisters from breaking, as much rupturing may 
produce ugly abscesses which leave noticeable 
scars. The blisters form in groups and there 
are usually between 3 and 6 of these groups. 
Each individual blister is likely to be about the 
size of a pea, although it may be larger or 
smaller. The blisters tend to follow the course 
overlying some particular herve branch. 


The average case of shingles will have its 
course within 3 to 6 weeks—milder cases may 
be over within 10 days. In most cases, the out- 
look is excellent and there is a good chance that 
the patient will make an uneventful recovery. 
The only exception to this is the case in which 
the eye is affected. The patient having had one 
attack of shingles very seldom has a later attack. 


The patient should be put to bed, fasted for a 
few days on fruit juices, and be given two daily 
enemas. After the fast a heavy diet must be 
avoided, as over-eating will probably cause more 
pain. 

The blisters should be protected against the 
rubbing of the bed clothing. A treatment fre- 
quently used is to soak cotton in alcohol and to 
fasten saturated cotton over the blisters. The 
cotton is then covered with oiled silk. Usually 
such applications make the patient more com- 
fortable as they relieve the local burning. The 
application of carron-oil is another useful treat- 
ment, the carron-oi] being placed on a pad of 
gauze is then applied over the blisters. The use 
of hot, moist towels will often be effective in 
providing relief from the neuralgia-like pain, 
but unless they are carefully used they may 
bring about the opening of the blisters. 

The treatment in shingles must have a two- 
fold purpose; first, a treatment is necessary to 
relieve the local distress; second, a systemic 
treatment is needed to rid the body of toxins. 
The best systemic treatment which I have found 
is the combination of fasting with enemas. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Mr. W. W. wants to know: 
“What causes the eyes to appear bloodshot?” 

ANSWER: The bloodshot condition of your 
eyes is probably due to eyestrain, resulting from 
reading too long with an insufficient lighf, lack 
of sleep, infection of the eye, or from some de- 
fect of vision which should be corrected with 
glasses. Have the eyes examined and then take 

tter care of them, avoiding undue eye fatigue. 

QUESTION: Mr. John V. asks: “What is your 
opinion of mineral oil? Is this correctly con- 
sidered a laxative? Is it safe to take?” 

ANSWER: Mineral oil is widely used for the 
relief of constipation, acting as a lubricant; how- 
ever, it is not considered a laxative in the or- 
dinary meaning of that term. It is safe and its 
action is gentle. It is usually given by mouth; 
however, I find that in some cases oral ad- 
ministration will bring about an interference 
with digestion due to the fact that the oil will 
form a coating on the inner surface of the small 
intestine, where it may interfere with the ob- 
sorption of food. When I believe that the patient 
will benefit from mineral oil, I usually advise 
that it be used in the form of an oil retention 
enema, the warm oil being injected and allowed 
to remain overnight. In this way the full benefit 
of its lubricating quality is secured in the lower 
part of the large intestine. It is well to remember 
that the preparation used must vary to suit the 
individual case; some patients will be benefited 
to a marked degree from mineral] oil prepara- 
tions; others will benefit from agar-agar or 
psyllium seed. It is impossible to choose arbi- 
trarily any one preparation which will work 
equally well in all cases.

It may be noted that the students 
themselves were quite aggressive and threatened 
rioting. Arbitrarily, they tore authority from 
those who should exercise it and arrogated it to 
themselves. That is the effect of the decision to 
have permission for the meeting cancelled.” 

Canadian newspapers have protested re- 
cently, and properly, against attempts upon the 
freedom of the press. They will strengthen that 
protest, we suggest, if they declare with equal 
vigor against this thing in Montreal. It can 
matter not a whit that the meeting was to have 
been held under Communist auspices. It is no 
crime in this country to be a Communist. It is 
no crime to advocate Communism. Unless and 
until they advocate violence, or practise it, Com- 
munists are entitled to all the rights and the 
liberties that belong to the rest of us. 

That, indeed, is the essence of free speech; 
the acknowledgement of it, and the safeguarding 
of it, for opinions and beliefs whether or not 
those beliefs and opinions are our own. “I do 
not agree with a word that you say,” said Vole 
taire, “but I will defend to the death your right 
to say it.”—Ottawa Journal,

MIGRATIONS 


“There have been no discoveries 
made on the North American con- 
tinent to give one reason to suppose 
that the first peoples originated 
here,” Dr. Bliss states, “and it is 
generally accepted that the Amer- 
ican cultures are the result of a 
number of migrations from Asia.” 

Prof Bliss bases his theory on 
the fact that the Boring Stra.t, at 
its narrowest point, is only 60 
miles across and its maximum 
depth 30 fathoms. Geological his- 
tory has revealed considerabic 
movement of land upwards and 
downwards, and it is quite pos- 
sible that the straits are only of 
recent creation by the movement 
of the continent downwards. It is 
known that the eact coast of the 
continent in the vicinity of Lab- 
rador has risen 500 feet since the 
Glacial era, 


Assuming that there was a land 
bridge between the two continents 
imigration to this continent is likely 
Their passage to warmer climes 
would follow a course east of the 
Rocky Mountains as it would be 
the easiest, since the Rockies were 
much more of a barrier than they 
are now, due to geological change 


MEXICO RELICS 


Proof that the original inhabita- 
tion was Asiatic is greatly substan- 
tiated by discoveries of relics in 
Mexico and southwestern United 
States. In addition to the fact that 
| the physical characteristics of the 
Indians resemble those of the Asi- 
atics, the distribution of languages 
across the continent has led him 
to believe that they spread out in 
a fan-like direction south and east 
from Alaska. 

Anthropologists further believe 
that migrations from Asia came at 
different periods. Investigations 
reveal there was a certain type of 
| Pueblo Indian that possessed a 
jracial characteristic of a narrow 
head, and another type with a 
round head, thus hinting of 
possibility of more than one migra- 
tion. According to authorities, man 
has lived on the continent for over 
12,000 years.

OTTAWA, Dec. 8—Relations 
between Great Britain and 
France have never been better 
since the Great War, Count Rob- 
ert de Damplerre declared here 
Twes@ay on arriving to take up 
his new duties as minister to 
Canada from the French repub- 
lle, 

Coming to Canada, the minister 
said, was a particular pleasure to 
him because here “I knew 1/ 
would find only friends of | 
France.” He has recently been 
French minister to Yugoslavia, 
Stationed at Belgrade which he left 
in October. 

He would not forecast what 
might happen in Europe, Count 
Dampierre said. In France, he said, 
there were “crazy spots” as there 


were in other countries, and occas- 
jonal violent incidents. 


AS ONE PERSON 


“But when it comes to great 
questions,” he added, “France 
speaks as one person.” There has 
been ample evidence of this inher- 
ent solidarity of the French people, 
the minister said. 

Arriving at noon from New 
York, where he landed Monday 
after a quick journey from Paris, 
Count Dampierre was greeted by 
representatives of the Governor- 
General, the Dominion government 
and the diplomatic circle.

With water up the gunwales, 
the Marine was towed to the 
wharf here Tuesday, after her 
Jnion Jack, flown upside down 
as a distress signal, brought the 
coastguard cutter Chelan and 
tow boats to her rescue off Win- 
throp, near here. 

Her Nova Scotian crew of six 
bunked aboard the schooner Jo- 
seph Warner last night because 
their own quarters and the cap- 
tain’s are under water. The 
Marine's planks are strained, 
her bolts pried loose, sails in 
shreds and her foregaff broken. 


| 


Today the water will be pump- 
ed from her hull. 

“Not a man slept a wink last 
night,” Captain Willigar said 
Tuesday. Buffetted by wind 
and sea, he had dropped anchor 
off Faun bar at the height of a 
heavy rainstorm. 

“There was a terrific ground 
swell. Seas rolled right over 
the Marine. filling the engine 
room and all the holds There 
wasn't a thing anybody could 
do except to stay there and 
take it. Our only consolation 
was that the schooner cpuldin't 
sink with 400,000 feet of lum- 
ber aboard.” 

When daylight came, Captain 
Willigar discovered the rigging 
was damaged and the gaff on 
the forermast split. The donkey 
enz.ne, only power aboard, was 
useless for hoisting sails, so a 
distress signal was hoisted 
Hundreds of persons along the 
north shore saw the signal and, 
believing she was aground, 
kept telephone wires humming.
